Claim 1 (Cun^tly Amended): A battery apparatus comprising: 
a case having a widtii, a thickness^ and a length; 
a battery cell accommodated inside the case; 

a battery-side terminal provided on an end surface positioned at one of ends of the 
case in a length direction and electrically connected to the battery cell; 

at least one locking piece on each of two lateral sides si4e of the case and
